NcClintock Rule Uismis5ed 

After hearing the argumenta of at- 

tornevs and testimony .submitted by 
affidavits. Judge Kerr in the Favelte 
Circuit (]ourt on Saturday afternoon 
dismissed the rule taktMi several weeks 
ago for James D. McClintock to ap- 
pear before the court and show cause 
why he should net be held in contempt 
of court for failure to pav alimony due 
his wife, Mn, Mmie Koccn McClin- 
tock. 

The Cnurt ct Appeals rendered a de- 
cision some time ago in which the 
court granted Mrs. McClintock a 
divorce from bed and hoard and award- 
ed her alimony in the .«um of .$100 a 
month. The defendant was several 
weeks behind in the payment of ali- 
mony. Judge Kerr directed that Mr. 
McClintock pay $100 immediately and 
that another payment of $200 be made 
on or before January 1. In responiie 
to the rule Col. John R. Allen, repre-j 
senting Mr. McClintock, admitted that 
Mr. McCJintock was behind in oay- 
ment ofjalimooy in the aain of about 
$600. He aUUd that about Uuree 
weeki acoMr. McClintock paid hia 
wife 9100 and aaid that the reaaun that 
be had not paid the remainder was 
that he did not luive the BMtney on 
hand. Col. Allen alao stated that At- 
torney Maury Kemper, representing 
Mrs. McClintock. had put the motion 
on the docket without consulting Judge 
George C. Webb and Robert Talbott, 
other attorneys for Mrs. McClintock. 

In response to the rule Mr. McClin- 
tock filed an affidavit stating that he 
ia indebted to the Agricultural Bank 
of Pans, notes and overdrafts in the 
sum of $8,2iil; that he owes his sister 
$1,500, Judge Denis Dundon $1,500 
for legal services in damage suits and 
other debts including attorney's fees 
for his wife amountnig to about 
$12,000. 

Attorney Kemper in arguing the 
motion stated that Mrs. McClintock 
was without money to meet her board 
Dill and other expenses, that she wa^ 
compelled to have money to support 
their child and that she was compelled 
to seek the court for reliei. Mr.;Kem- 
per said that he diselaiued nowing 
any thins abeat the straitened dieam- 
staneca of Mr. McClintock.
